Spring Valley. A messenger from 
the Valley—probably an Indian- 
reached Cherry Creek last Friday 
night, with the intelligence that A, 
C. Cleveland, well known in Wusho« 
county, and' Don Murphy, a neigh- 
boring oaUle-hwJor, woro besieged 
in the house of tho former by 'five 
hundred Indians; also, that two white 
men and one Indian had been killed. 
A party of twenty armed men left for 
tho relief of the whites), and probab- 
ly arrived in tho valley about noon 
yesterday. 
If thoy were armed with 


repeating rifles, thoy were doubtless 
able to scatter tho savages, 
Tho 


cause of the outbreak is not reported. 
Spring Valley is about fifty miles 
southeast of Cherry Crock. It ocn- 
tains but few settlers, and tho most 
of the whites there are engaged in 
cattle-herding, Cleveland owns be- 
tween two nnd. three thousand head 
of stoolt, and it is probable that 
many of them have boon killed or 
driven away by the red-skins, It ie 
thought that the wife of Cleveland is 
with him, and fears for tlio safety of 
tho party may be reasonably enter- 
tained. Tho Indians uro supposed to 
bo Shoshonos from Stoptoo Valley,
